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1. Leaders of the Partido Socialista Popular (PSP, Cuban Communist Party), 
believe that, as a result of policies laid down at the Commnist Party 
Congress in Moscow, the Communist Parties of Latin America will henceforth 
enter into a period of imcreased aggressive action.
